Despite the downpour of rain the former 
members of the Chicago Irish-American 
Ambulance Corps were greeted by 5,000 peo- 
ple on their arrival.home yesterday after- 
noon from the south African war. Rival 
Irish factions and friends, with bands and 


fireworks, flags and cheers, vied with each 


other in extending a noisy and hearty greet- 


jing to the men who had traveled nearly 15,- 
000 miles to take part in the Transvaal en- 


counter. 


When the train bearing the twenty-one | 


returning members of the Chicago corps 
reached the Van Buren Street Station the 


train sheds and the streets leading to the 


station were packed with people, and the 
scene suggested the return of the Chicago 
regiments from the Spanish-American war. 

People were crowded against the gates, 
standing on the tops of cars and all points 
of vantage, While some of the more venture- 
some clung to the steel girders of the train 


shed above the train. 


Greeted with Cheers and Music. 
As the first of the returning men appeared 
on the cat platform, waving & big Boer hat 
and garbed in the rough greenish coat worn 
by the Boer soldiers, a mighty shout arose 
and drowned out the Irish airs played by 
the bands. The Clan-na-Gael Guards stood 


at attention, in formation around the train, 


and tried in vain to hold the crowd in check. 
As another Boer hat and another rough coat 
‘came in sight the crowd with Hello, 


doys!“ “God bless you!” and Here we are!“ 


made a rush for their friends with shouts for 
the Boers and cries oft Long live Ireland!“ 

One by one the men who had carried the 
Irish flag into the far away country were 
grabbed and pulled off the train, sometimes 
by their relatives and sometimes by rival 
factions which had prepared various forms 
of entertainment for them, until the last 
adopted Boer had been landed once more 
bn Chicago soil. Tears came to the eyes of 
men as well.as women. ; 

Bach of the returning men, with a body- 
guard of 200 or 800 persons, was marched 
through the pouring rain, to the sound of 
Irish music, and with Irish flags flying, to the

Boer President May Avoid Marseilles 
2 and Land at Some Other

lurking doubt in the minds of the people of 
Marseilles that Kruger will not land here. 
The reason for this. belief is that Dr. Leyds 
has not arrived, although expected today, 
and instead sent his secretary ahead of him. 
The two special envoys, Wessels and 
Fischer, are expected tomorrow. | 


English Consul Makes Trouble. 

A sensational act of animosity by the Eng- 
lish Consul at Marseilles tonight may cost 
him his office. He caused hundreds of 
pamphlets written in French to be placed 
on sale for a penny in the streets by men 
paid to circulate them. The pamphlet 
summed up the Transvaal war by declaring 
that the French-Canadian and English 
regiments fought together against the Boers, 
and the French should therefore be with 
their own race against the Boers in winding 
up the Republic of the Transvaal, which was 
exploited by Kruger, who was a tyrant anda 


When it was discovered the pamphlets had 
emanated from the English Consul, who had 
personally distributed several of them to the 
journalists, the indignation of the people of 
Marseilles was stirred to a high pitch. Post- 
ers were immediately put up all over the 
streets. 

The government requested the Marseilles 
press to suppress the incident in the morning 
papers for fear of inciting the crowds to 
violence, and gendarmes were placed ail 
around the English consulate, while police 
are guarding English property all over the 
city. 

Mayor of Toulon to Meet Kruger. 

M. Micholet, the Mayor of Toulon, is com- 
ing officialy to Marseilles to receive Kruger. 

There was quite a stir in the Hotel Noailles 
today over preparing for the arrival of Dr. 
Leyds. The hotelkeeper asked Mme. Eloff 
to give up the rooms of herself and suite to 
Dr. Leyds, as the doctor had engaged them 
for himself before the arrival of Mme.

Waesland, with a Ten-Foot Hole in Its

Lynching of Preston Porter by Citizens 
of Lincoln County Discussed at 
| Mass-Meeting in a House of Worship 
—Chief Criticism Is of Method Used 
fm Executing the Negre — Officials 
Denounced for Yielding Prisoner to 
Such a Fate. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 18.—{Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Thomas of Colorado was — with a 
storm of hisses this afternoon when.he arose 
to address a meeting of clergymen, church 
people, Y. M. C. A. members, club women, 
and business-men gathered in the First 
Baptist Church to discuss the lynch- 
ing of Preston Porter Jr., near Limon, 
in Lincoln County, on Friday evening. 
Another remarkable feature of the ses- 
sion was that not one voice was raised in 
protest of the execution of the negro, the 
only criticism voiced being. against the 
‘method used in killing the murderer. 

for crimes such as that committed 
by Porter was given what amounted to in- 
dorsement, and, the law of the State failing 
to provide capital punishment, the lynching 
of the black man seemed to be given ap- 
proval. 

Governor Thomas ignored the hostile dem- 
onstration and sought to explain his part in 
the lynching, but he claiméd he did all in his 
power to save the negro from his would-be 
executioners. | 


Would Change County’s Name. 
After two hours of recrimination resolu- 
tions were adopted directed against say- 
agery, and the meeting was hastily ad- 
journed to prevent discussion of*a motion to 
change the name of Lincoln County. This 
was proposed to prevent perpetuating the 
honored name in connection with a scene 
that will forever be considered a disgrace. 

C. M. Hobbs, President of the T. M. C. A. 
called upon the Rev. John H. Houghton, 
rector of St. Marks, to open the meeting with 
scriptures. He read from the seventh chap- 
ter of Ecclesiastics and the Rev. Dr. 
Vosburgh offered prayer that the State offi- 
cials and legislators might be endowed with 
. wisdom to enact laws. He invoked blessings 
upon the heart broken parents of Louise 
Frost, that they might be comforted in their 
sorrow and that reason might not be un- 
seated by their grief. 

Governor Thomas was introduced as the 
first of the speakers. As he arose some one 
to his right hissed, others joined the leader, 
and, like a contagion, the hissing spread 
through the entire house. The Governor 
looked at the gallery over his glasses and 
waited for the demonstration to conclude. 
In the meantime his friends started applause 
to counteract the hostile demonstration, and. 
for a few seconds the rival choruses contin- 
ued. Those who applauded were the pre- 
dominating element. The hostile ones were 
in the minority but persistent, and when the 
Governor concluded they fired a parting sa- 
lute at the executive. | * 


Governor Explains His Action. 

Disregarding the action of his auditors, 
Governor Thomas approached directly the 
issue before the audience. 

“An incident so horrible in its character 
and revolting in circumstances,“ he began, 
** justifies the expression of public condemna- 
tion. I do not believe that the people of 
Colorado are any worse or any more blood- 
thirsty than those of any civilized, Christian 
community. The crime for which the negro 
Porter has paid such a terrible penalty is 
the most horrible on record. I cannot blame 
the parents, for it is impossible to realize 
their grief and frenzy unless one is placed in 
their position. I do not censure the negro’s 
execution, but the manner of it.“ 

The Governor explained that every legal 
‘process was taken by him to prevent the 
delivery of the prisoner to the Lincoln Coun- 
ty Sheriff; that the law was supreme in 
granting the Sheriff that authority to re- 
move his prisoner, but that the Governor 
advised; requested, and finally ordered the 
police not to turn him over, even though 
the law should not be technically obeyed. 


Cannot Punish Whole County. 

Governor Thomas said he knew of no 
method of punishing the people of Lincoln 
County for their offense. _ » 

It is impossible to indict a whole county,“ 
the Governor said, as much as it is impos- 
sible to indict a nation. It was an offense 
of the entire county, and members of the 
grand jury would have to indict themselves, 
the court would have to sit in its own case, 


to be taken to the penitentiary by the chief 
of the offenders, the Sheriff himself.. 

Mayor Johnson of Denver, State Superih- 
tendent of Schools Helen Grenfell, and others 
addressed the meeting, denouncing the burn- 
ing of the negro and expressing regret at the 
disgrace suffered by the State. 


ASK PUNISHMENT OF LYNCHERS 


Colored Churches Adopt Resolutions on 
Burning of Preston Porter 
in Colorado. 


The burning of the colored boy Preston 
Porter in Colorado last Friday was a theme 
for discussion in nearly every colored church 
in the city last night. Steps were taken at 
the Institutional Church to hold a mass 
meeting during the week. Bethel and other 
churches had special services. Mrs. Ida 
B. Wells-Barnett, chairman of the Anti- 
Lynching bureau, presented resolutions, and 
they were adopted by the Institutional and 
other churches. The resolutions declared: 

“That we ask the President, in his next 
message to Congress, to call attention to the 
fact that during the last ten years nearly 
2,000 citizens have been put to death by 
mobs, and that of the number so lynched 
fifteen were burned alive, with unspeaka- 
bie barbarity. We urge our Chief Magis- 
trate to commend to Congress legislation 
which shall secure to every person accused 
of crime a trial by jury, and shall hold 
criminally liable all persons who constitute 
mobs to torture, murder. and burn alive 
citizens of the United States.“ 7 

The Rev. A. L. Murray, pastor of Bethel 
African Methodist Episcopal Church, pre- 
sented another set of resolutions to his con- 
gregation. They were adopted unanimously. 
After reciting the facts of the burning of 
Porter the resolutions appeal to God. the 
Christian church everywhere, to the humani- 
tarians, and to the good people of the land to 
give the poor, suffering negro a modicum of 


justice.”

TELEPHONES WITHOUT 
WIRES INVENTED BY A 
MINNEAPOLIS MAN. 


J. C. Kelsey, an Operator, Makes Experi- 

ments at Powderhorn Lake Which, 
He Claims, Prove Entirely Success- 
ful—Talk Across the Water. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 18—An experi- 
ment in wireless telephoning, which was 
tried at Powderhorn Lake this afternoon, 
proved a success and may take the place of 
the old system of wires. : 

The originator of the idea is J. C. Kelsey, 
who is in charge of the switchboard at the 
Northwestern Telephone Exchange com- 
pany's building, and with him were five other 
employés of the company. 

The method is a simple one. On either side 
of the lake Kelsey strung a wire 100 feet in 
length, the two being parallel. They were 
above the ground and fastened with ground- 
ing pins to insure better induction. An ordi- 
nary local telephone transmitter and receiver 
were attached to either wire. When the trans- 
mitting circuit is cut in it induces the cur- 
rent into the receiving circuit, and when the 
receiving circuit is out in it induces the cir- 
cuit into the transmitting circuit. 

In this way the advantage of both circuits 
is secured without the use of wire and as a 
result the conversation can be carried on 
much more easily and with better results.

Mr. Holland proposes to 
gail to Bermuda, then to Fayal in the Azores, 
then to Lisbon, Portugal. This is a trip of 
8.406 miles. The trip is now planned for next 
February. 

The voyage is expected to take sixteen days.

Albany, N. Y., Nov. 18.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt gave out today a memoran- 
dum of the “ice trust charges against 
Mayor Van Wyck, the purpose of which is 
to show he is not responsible for the pro- 
tracted delay in disposing of the case. J. 
Noble Hays, counsel for the petitioners in 
the charges against the yor, has requested 
time in which to prepare a final brief, and as 
the Governor has given him until Noy. 20 
the Governor's decision in the case will not 
be made until after that date. The Governor 
says: 

“There are three wholly distinct sides to 
the ice trust matter. 

In the first place t 
question whether the Am. 
dealing as it does in a necessary of life to 
the poor people of New Tork, was one into 
which it was proper for a public spirited man 
to enter. This is, of course, not a question 
for legal action in any shape or form. More- 
over, it is unnecessary! to point out that

** Second—There is the question whether or 
not the existence of this so-called ice trust is 
in violation of the anti-trust law. This, of 
course, can be decided by the courts. 

On May 28, 1900, the Attorney General 
instituted proceedings to annul the certifi- 
cate of the ice company under this law. The 
corporation, through its counsel, has fought 
the action at every stage on technicalities, 
not on the merits of the case. The first de- 
cision before Judge Chester was in favor of 
the State. An appeal has been taken by the 
defendants, which was argued weeks ago, 
and the Attorney General is daily expecting 
a decision by the Appellate Division on this 
appeal. The defendants obtained a stay of 
proceedings pending thd appeal. 

All possible diligence has been shown by 
the Attorney General in the effort to secure 
the annulment of the certificate, and nothing 
could have been done by the State to expedite 
proceedings which has not been done. The 
delay is due, of course, to the course of the 
corporation itself, whose stockholders in- 
clude the public men above alluded to.

Pastors from Many Pulpits Urge

ONE CRITIC FOR PARKHURST. 


New York, Nov. 18.—[Special.}]—Police 
Captain Herlihy, in command of the Eliza- 
beth Street Station, and who is the po- 
lice official charged with having insulted 
the Rev. Mr. Paddock, one of Bishop 
Potter's assistants in charge of the work at 
the Pro-Cathedral, was today removed from 
that station. He was sent to take command 
of the steamboat squad, from where Captain 
Walsh was sent to Elizabeth Street Station, 
whose commander, Titus, went to Eldridge 
street.

The transfer of Herlihy is put down as the 
first effect of Bishop Potter's letter to Mayor 
Van Wyck concerning the prevalence of vice 
on the East Side, which district the Eldridge 
and Elizabeth Street Stations look after, and 
in which is the Red Light district. 

A noticeable change was apparent in this 
district tonight. There were fewer red lights 
to be seen in Allen and other streets of the 
precinct. It was quiet and during the first 
hours of the night, despite the injunctions of 
Captain Titus, the new Captain of the pre- 
cinct, not a person was arrested in connec- 
tion with the new vice e de. 

As soon as Captain Titus took hold of the 
new place, an old one for him, he sent twenty 
men in citizens’ clothing to look for legal 
evidence against disorderly characters, 
especially in Allen street and the few other 
infested thoroughfares. He wanted evi- 
dence, he said, which would convict, and he 
told his men to do their best and get whom 
they could as well as what they could, and to 
get all they could of both. 3 

The wave of reform thus far is confined to 
the Eldidge Street Station. Conditions in 
the Fifth Street Precinct, commanded by 
Captain Diamond, are said to be even worse 
than in the Eldridge street neighborhood. 
The notorious cafés in First street were do- 
ing business today as usual. 

All of the Commissioners and Chief Devery 
remained away from headquarters all day, 
as did Inspector Cross.

THEFT WRECKS THE BANK 


DEFALCATION AT NEWPORT, KY., 
IS PLACED AT $201,000. 


Sum Is Greater than German National's 
Entire Capital, Reserve and Assets, 
Including Real Estate ~ Funds of 


tions Deposited in the Institetion— 
Trouble Feared When Those Who 
Lose Savings Demand Their Money. 


Cincinnati, O., Nov, 18.—[{Special.]—The 
German National Bank of Newport, Ky., is 
in the hands of a United States examiner as 
a result of the disappearance of Frank M. 
Brown, assistant cashier and individual book- 
keeper, who, the directors say, is a defaulter 
to the extent of $201,000. Tomorrow may 
witness scenes of riot at the bank building, 
as the savings of hundreds of working men 
and women were on deposit in the institution. 

The funds of nine building and loan asso- 
clations were kept in the German National 
Bank, as were also the city moneys of the 


the Newport Public Library, and of several 
other public institutions. The total deposits 
of the bank amounted to $650,000. 

Although the bank will be closed tomorrow 
it is expected hundreds of the depositors, as 
well as members of the savings associations, 
will go to the offices in a hopeless effort to 
withdraw their money. | 


Loss Twice. Amount of Capital. 

The capital stock of the bank is only $100,- 
Brown's alleged shortage is double that 
amount and more than the reserve and all 
the assets, including the real estate. While 
Alvord got away with $700,000 in New York, 
he did it in a large bank, but Brown did not 
have so much to go on and seems to have 
gone the full limit for a small bank in a city 
of less than 30,000 inhabitants. The First 
National Bank of Newport was wrecked two 
years ago by Cashier Youtsey, and now with 
the German National closed, Newpért has 

only one bank left. | 
For two weeks there have been rumors that 
Brown was short and some depositors with- 
drew their accounts. Three weeks ago the 
bank examiners made a good statement for 
the bank and the officers and directors al- 
layed suspicion by referring to the report of 
this examination and to their last statement. 


Officers’ Claims Disproven. 

It was learned that Brown was suspended 
last Tucsday pending an investigation and 
that experts have been at work all the last 
week, while the officers and directors have 
been making announcements that every- 
thing was all right. Last Friday the offi- 
cers and directors, over their own names, 
published in the papers of this city a state- 
ment that the bank had been found to be 
all right- and the rumors about Brown were 
false. They continued making these state- 
ments to the press as late as last midnight. 

The Board of Directors hoped until the 
last minute that the bank would be able to 
weather the storm. On Saturday night there 
was a session that lasted till 3 o’clock this 
morning and at which Bank Examiner Tuck- 
er was present. It was not until that time 
that the directors and the officials of the 
bank discovered the actual amount of the 
shortage. Mr. Tucker refused to allow the 
bank to be opened for business on Monday, 

and stated that he believed that the United 
States authorities should take charge for 
the benefit of the creditors and depositors. 

Brown had been with the bank eighteen 
years and it is said his operations extended 
back as far as ten years. Paris C. Brown, 

his father, is his sole bondsman, the amount 
, of bond being $100,000. 


simple Method of Hiding Thefts. 


Brown's method of covering his stealings, 
the directors say, was simple. In his posi- 
tion as assistant cashier Brown had oppor- 
tunities, while the regular cashier was off 
duty for lunch, to take the money. In order 
to cover his tracks he made false entries on 
his books. Only depositors of large amounts 
received his attention. When a large amount 
of money was deposited Brown would take 
a portion of it and make the deposit slip 
agree with the amount, after deducting what 
he had taken out. Then he would credit the 
customer with the full amount of the de- 
posit in the individual ledger, but in the 
evening when the day’s figures were given 
to the general bookkeeper he would call out 
the amount that was credited on the deposit 
slips. In this way the paying teller always 
found the accounts of the depositors to be 
correct. On the other hand, the accounts on 
the general ledger were always in keeping 
with the cash account. 


May Be on the Way to China. 

Brown is supposed to have left the country. 
When Brown bought a ticket for Odin, III., 
last Wednesday he told all of his friends he 
was going on a shooting trip, but his relatives 
state positively that he never arrived there. 
It was this fact that led to the first suspicion 
that he had quitted the United States. Today 
it was stated positively by some of his near- 
est friends in Newport that he had gone to 
China.

ing. This element owes allegiance to no 


party. It cannot be controlled by any or- 
ganization or its leaders.. This element, 
which “skirmishes between the lines,” is 


influenced by independent, not by Repub- 
lican or Democratic, papers. Of the votes 
of the independents Judge Yates received a 
smaller share than he was fairly entitled to. 

Judge Yates would have been better treat- 
ed by the independents but for the fear that 
if elected he would be controlled by the same 
Chicago influences that have controlled 
Governor Tanner. Nor can Judge Yates 
hold himself altogether guiltless. He gave 
a keener edge to that fear by allowing him- 


self to be seen in tow of obnoxious members 


of the machine in the city. That spectacle 
was enough to scare away from him thou- 
sands of voters. He stumped the State with 


Tanner. That was another great mistake. 


It lost him votes he might easily have had. 

In view of these circumstances, will it be 
wise for Governor Yates to unite the inde- 
pendent element in steadfast opposition to 
him by disregarding the principles it ap- 
proves of and surrendering completely to 
that element which all independents with 
good cause detest? _ 

A wise Governor is not content with 
standing well with his party. He seeks to 


give the State an administration which will 


have the approval of independent men of all 


parties. Such a Governor will be applaud- 


ed by the people as well as by his party, and 


he will become stronger than his party. 


£ 


When State's Attorney Charles S. Deneen 
went into office he was best known as a 
“machine” politician. He gave to his of- 


fice so excellent an administration that no 
may could find fault with him. When elec- 


tion time came around again he proved to be 
not merely as strong as his party but 
stronger than it. His vote exceeded that 


for McKinley instead of merely keeping up 


with it. If Congressman Boutell had been 


no stronger than his party he would have 


lost his district by 800 votes. Being stronger 
than his party, he carried it by 600 votes.

been public servants and not party hacks 
while in office, and they were identified in 
the public mind with faithful service, not 
with mere party servility. . 

These are the bright and shining examples 
held up to the contemplation of Governor 
Yates as deserving of imitation. If he 
wishes to be weaker than his party instead 
of stronger all he has to do is to pattern 
after John Tanner’s methods, which are 
those of the narrow, revengeful, vindictive 


| machine politician. It is the custom of that 


kind of politician after an election to punish 
all who have not voted for him and divide 
his patronage among those who have stood 
by him in party conventions and on the 
stump. Faithful adherence to this policy 
left Tanner with so few friends in his own 


party that he could not command a re- 


nomination. 

The broad gauge, liberal policy is the wise 
one. Governor Yates should adopt it. He 
should look on no members.of the party as 
his enemies. He should not regard those 
who belong to a particular faction as his 
peculiar friends and shower favors on 
them. If Governor Yates so wills it he can 
‘be stronger than his party when the next 
Presidential election comes around. That 
is something worth striving for—to eutrun 


tthe head of the ticket instead of keeping 


even pace with him. 
It has been many years since a Guber- 
natorial candidate in Illinois has been able 
te run ahead of the Presidential candidate 
of his party. That gratifying evidence of 
popular approval is within the reach of a 
Governor who devotes himself to efforts for 
the public good ànd squanders none of his 
time on efforts to build up a State“ ma- 
‘chine.” Such a one will fill important of- 
fices, not with an eye to rewarding friends 
or punishing enemies but with reference 
solely to capacity and fitness and ability to 
serve the people well. 


HELEN GOULD’S STEWARDSHIP. 

Many wealthy persons have recently given 
their views as to the most practical and 
beneficial methods of spending their 
money, and most of them have practically 
illustrated their views. Mr. Carnegie is 
lavishing his money upon libraries, Mr. D.

_ FINE FOR OVERCROWDING. 

The superintendent of the new under- 
ground railway in Paris, a part of whose 
lines are now in operation, has been fined in 
court for allowing the cars to be crowded 
beyond their seating capacity. 1 

In the course of newspaper discussion of 
the event in Paris the threadbare and super- 
ficial plea, familiar to the lips of traction 
advocates in this country, has been made 
that crowding is better than delay, The 
court, however—recognizing that crowd- 
ing in a properly operated system, and in 
practice generally, is not a peculiarity of one 
car now and then, but is due to a systematic 
undersupply of cars—answered that the 
simple remedy, and one which would not 
involve delay, was for the company to pro- 
vide enough cars. | 

Professor James of the Chicago Univer- 
sity, in his letters to Tun Trisune last 
April on the rapid transit situation in Paris, 
pointed out the fact that this new under- 
ground system, which was then in course of 
construction but no part of which had yet 
been opened, was the most complete and 
elaborate scheme for urban rapid transit 
thus fat planned anywhere in the world. 
One of its features is a set of regulations 
in behalf of employés quite beyond anything 
elsewhere proposed in that line; and the 
comprehensiveness of the entire system, the 
excellence of its technical execution, and 
particularly the reservation to the public 
not only of the right to acquire the plant 
pending the lease, but of practical control 
over its operation while in the hands of the 
lessee company, give to this enterprise a 
peculiar standing as an example of public 
foresight. 

It is a matter of special interest to note 


the disposition indicated to insist that the 


expectations of the people shall not be disap- 
pointed and that the standards in respect 
to rapid transit in general shall not be 
violated by the practice of crowding, but 
that a sufficient number of cars to 
modate patrons shall be provided. 

The crowding of street cars which goes 


on in this city is so universal, so serious, so - 


avowedly a means to excessive profits, and 
in the main so entirely needless m an 
operating standpoint, that its continuance 
reflects not more seriously upon our munici- 
pal foresight and resourcefulness than upon 
gur self-respect as a community. It is quite 
impossible for a community to undergo the 
open and defiant imposition in this line 
which is each day of the year practiced upon 
Chicago without that community’s having 
its spirit of self-assertion and its funda- 
mental sense of decency and fairness de- 
praved. By submitting to flagrant and con- 
tinued violation one’s standards inevitably 


deteriorate. 


It will be wholesome to have the demoral- 
ized American sense which prevails on this 
subject challenged and toned up by Euro- 
pean enterprise. 


DUTY OF THE COLORADO LEGISLATURE. 


With the horrible lynching of the negro 
wretch at Limon, Colo., the law impotently 
rests. The Coroner cannot execute his duty, 
for the lynchers made their ghastly work so 
complete that there are no remains upon 
which to hold an inquest. The District At- 
torney will take no steps to prosecute those 


who assisted in the lynching, as criminal 


proceedings would be not only futile but 


impracticable. It is not possible to prose- 


cute almost an entire community, and, if it. 
were, it would be impossible to convict 
where an entire community approves the 
crime, So the excitement will die away in 
a few days and all that will remain will be 

While there can be no excuse for the slow 
and unnecessary torture to which this 
wretch was subjected, it is questionable 
under the circumstances whether public 
sentiment would have visited severe censure 
upon the lynchers had they shot or hanged 
the negro in an orderly and decorous man- 
ner. The absence of cap!tal punishment in 
the Colorado statutes is the vital point in 


the case. If the law had provided the pen- 


alty of death there would not have been a 
shadow of excuse for the lynchers, but as it 
is, there is no adequate penalty for the 
crimes the negrocommitted. Imprisonment 


fot life would have been a travesty upon 
justice. For his double crime there is no 
sufficient punishment but death, not death 


by the torture of fire at the hands of a mob, 
but death speedily, decently, and legally. 

With such an object lesson before it the 
Legislature of Colorado will be unwise if 
it does not promptly restore capital punish- 
ment for certain classes of crime, especially 
that of criminal assault and murder. If 
such a penalty had been provided by law 
it might have saved the victim of Porter’s 
lust and cruelty. When it is done the steel 
rail standing where he perished will not be 
needed as a warning. If it is not done there 
will be more of these crimes, for one wrong 
does not expiate another,/and the method 
employed by the people of L in dis- 
patching this wretch was a rbarous 
wrong.

TUDENTS of American history have 
long ago accepted the American 
Statesmen series of biographies, edit- 
ed by John T. Morse Jr., as unsur- 
passed in its domain. Houghton, Mif- 

Hin & Co. have for some time been b 
out a new, revised, and illustrated edition of 
this iraportant work in thirty-two votumes. 
It is called the Standard Library edition, and 
differs tn seme important culars from 
the trado edition. The wholé work is now | 
completed with the exception of the thirty- 
second volume, which is to be a topical index 
to the contents of the entire series. This 
index, in conjunction With new analytical 
indexes in the individuas volumes, practically 
makes the series an encyclopedia of Ameri- 
can history and political biography. 

The new edition is divided into five groups 
or periods, with new introductions by Mr. 
Morse summing up the significance of each 
period. The appearance of the two conclud- 
ing groups calls for comment, both upon 
these sixteen volumes and upon the series as 
‘a whole. The fourth group covers the period 
in which domestic politics first became of 
paramount importance. It comprises the 
biographies of Andrew Jackson, Martin Van 
Buren, Henry Clay, Daniel Webster, John C. 
Calhoun, Thomas H. Benton, and Lewis 
Cass. These were the men whose influence 
was the most potent in shaping the national 
destinies between the days of John Quincy 


period in which the slavery question slowly 
and inexorably rose until it dominated all 
else.

His younger son, the Duke of York, had his 
constitution permanently impaired by an 
attack of typhoid, while his elder brother, 
Edward, Duke of Clarence; the Queen’s son- 
in-law, Prince Henry of Battenberg; the 
Kaiser's brother Sigismund, as well as sev- 
eral other members of Queen Victoria’s fam- 
fly circle, have been carried off thereby. 

This has led the British Medical Journal, 
one of the most authoritative organs of the 
medical profession in England, to call atten- 
tion to the marked proclivity of the royal 
family to be attacked by typhoid, a pro- 
clivity which the ordinary means of preven- 
tlon are @pparently powerless to ward off. 
For Prince Christian Victor was inoculated 
against typhoid during the trip out to south 
Africa to join the army in the feld. 

The disposition of the reigning family of 
England, and not only of England but like- 
wise of every other monarchical country, 
may be ascribed as largely due to the fact 
that their homes are to a great extent in 
castles and palaces, which, from a sanitary 
point of view, are unhealthy in the extreme.

‘Certainly not, says the 
voice of the moment, and that is the voice 
to be obeyed. So those who do not know 
how a woman—a man would be humdrum— 
looks and acts when intoxicated by cham- 
pagne should hie themselves to the Illinois 
and see the view. It may not be pleasant; it 
may even cause a few shudders, but itisa 
study of the real. 

The happenings which permit the exhibi- 
tion may not be quite so real as itself, but 
they are not allegorical. A bride of a day, 
thinking she is being taken to meet her hus- 
band, is escorted by an attentive personage 
to a supper where gayety reigns. The wine 
is drunk and felt and sung about, and at the 
last the victim sinks in comatose state. 
Hysteria in quantity intervenes between be- 
ginning and end, The scene differs from any 
scenes of stage intoxication one can recall 
by being carried to its natural but repulsive 
conclusion. There is no trace of finesse in 
it or in Miss Held’s enactment of it. 

For that reason one fears that Miss Held's 
claim to histrionic might is being aired in an 
airy condition. The suspicion is intensified 
by the knowledge of eye and ear that no- 
where else in the piece does she seem elevated 
above the familior plane of the chanteuse. 
But in that one scene her copy from life's 
pattern is closely done. With him who says 
that accuracy warrants artistic admiration 
one will not quarrel. The matter then be- 
comes a question of taste. And tastes differ. 

“ Papa's Wife is the style of piece easiest 
disposed of by calling it an entertainment. 
As a whole it is open to the fault one finds 
with Miss Held’s pet scene—an absence of 
what the photographer would call retouch- 
ing. Perhaps the word finesse again fits 
best. Only this time the application is dif, 
ferent; instead of truth that wants shading 
it is coarseness that wants covering. When 
a naughty French plece—or two of 
them—reach the English language and 
stage the tactfulness of the original 
ought to come, too. Now, there is 
not much naughtiness in Papa's Wife,’’ 
by implication, but there is a deal too much 
ardinary—not wicked—vulgarity. To this 
is added horse-play of extremely Saxon char- 


acter. Charles A. Bigelow has a larger va- 


riety of falls than a vaudeville actor ever 
carried in stock. One or two of them are 
ludicrous, but not all. The best one is shared 
by Miss Adella Barker, who weighs about 
twice as much as Bigelow. They go down 
together, with Bigelow underneath. Mr. Big- 
elow may be said to be in his element all 
through the piece.

VESTRY AT NOTRE DAME BURNS. 


Flames Wreck Building and Threaten 
Church of Sacred Heart and 
Corby Hall. | 

Notre Dame, Ind., Nov. 18—[{Special.}]— 
Notre Dame University was visited by an- 
other fire this evening which wrecked the 
sacristy of the Church of the Sacred Heart 
and for a time threatened to destroy the 
church itself and Corby Hall. Only a heavy 
rain saved the church, one of the most fa-« 
mous in the West, and possibly the entire 
group of university buildings; for the univer- 
sity fire department, through lack of dis- 
cipline, let the fire gain headway rapidly. 

The sacristy, which connected Corby Hall 
and the church, contained much valuable 
paraphernalia, including the costly vestments 
used in the church. These are damaged by 
smoke and water. The sacristy roof was 
wrecked, but the walls are still standing. 

When the fire was discovered it had gained 
much headway and the flames were shooting 
from the roof of the building. The university 
fire companies were soon on the scene, but 
were unable to successfully combat the 
blaze. An appeal for ald was sent to South 
Bend and Chief Kerner ordered two com- 
panies to the university. Later, on a secon 
appeal, he sent two more, and in three hours 
the fire was under control. 

Brave work of the South Bend firemen and 
help from the students saved the university 
many thousands of dollars. 

Davenport, Ia., Nov. 18.—(Special.}]—Thirty 
minutes after the fire was discovered at 3 
o’clock this afternoon the four-story build- 
ing occupied by the Davenport Furniture 
company was destroyed and the falling walls
